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A grim future awaits us if 
we continue testing nuclear 
weapons, one of the nation’s 
top scientists told members 
of the Sierra Madre Lions 
Club last week. 

Dr. Linus Pauling, Nobel 
Prize winner and head of the 
Chemistry Department at the 
California Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, also disputed an ar¬ 
ticle which appeared in the 
Feb. 25 issue of “Life Maga¬ 
zine.” 

The article, written by Dr. 

Edward Teller, nuclear sci¬ 
entist, and Dr. Albert Latter, 
theoretical physicist, urged 
the continued testing of 
atomic weapons in the inter¬ 
ests of national security. 

DH. TELLER and his co¬ 
author al.so charged that Dr. 

Pauling’s contentions are “at 
best half-truths.” In addi¬ 
tion, they di.sputed the peti¬ 
tion signed by more than 
9,000 scientists which was 
presented by Dr. Pauling to 
the United Nations last 
month. The petition urged 
an agreement with Ru.ssia to 
stop the testing of nuclear 
weapons as a first .step 
toward a peaceful solution 
of the cold war. 

Dr. Pauling told members 
of the Lions Club that the 
Teller-Latter article is full of 
“half-truths.” 

It’s true, he said, that ra¬ 
dium dials on wrist watches, 

X-rays and even cigarets 
have a harmful effect on the 
world’s population. 

"BUT." said the scientist, 

“we have a choice in the.se 
matters. We don’t have to 
wear radio - active wrist 
watches or smoke cigarets, 
and the beneficial effects of 
X-rays far outweigh the bad. 

“We have absolutely no 
choice and no way to protect 
ourselves from rad'.o-active 
fallout caused by the testing 
of nuclear weapons.” 

Each year the tests are 
continued, he added, 15,000 
more defective children will 
be born in the world and 20,- 
000 more persons will die 
apprcHtimately 15 years ear¬ 
lier than their normal life 
expectancy. 

“We now have a stockpile Flemings, 
of atomic weapons large retary; 1 
enough to destroy the world,” 
he said. “Ru.ssia has an 
equally large number. There 
is absolutely no need to con¬ 
tinue these tests.” 

STATING THAT his esti 
mate of the damage caused honorary 
by radio-active fallout is a 
conservative one, he argued 
that nearly every competent 
scientist in the world is in 
agrement over the effects of 
nuclear tests. 

“Dr. Teller also would 
agree with me,” he said. “He 
knows that atomic fallout is 
dangerous.” 

He also told the Lions that 
he has requested space in 
“Life” to answer the Teller- 
Latter article. Dr. Pauling’s 
talk was buttressed by much 
scientific data.

Sheets has been married 
five years and has one 3- 
year-old daughter. Quite pos¬ 
sibly, their second child has 
been born by now. Sheets is 
an estimator for Steed 
Brothers in Alhambra for 
their commercial and indus¬ 
trial contracts. 


Make a dark roux of 1% 
tbs. flour and 1% tbs. but¬ 
ter, stir in two cups of beef 
stock (or two cups of water 
in which three to four bul¬ 
lion cubes have been dis¬ 
solved) stirring until mixture 
is thick and smooth. Then 
add one heaping tablespoon 
of tomato paste and three 
heaping tablespoons of 
sour cream, mixing thor¬ 
oughly. Let simmer a few 
minutes before adding 
meat. When meat has been 
added add a medium can of 
mushrooms and two ounces 
of good sherry. Serve over 
boiled rice with a tossed 
green salad and a light veg¬ 
etable. This recipe differs 
from most Strogonoffs only 
in the addition of the sherry 
and the mushrooms. Sheets 
considers the sherry essen¬ 
tial. 

SHEETS is a native of Cal- 
fornia. When I asked him 
how he happened to become 
interested in the art of cook¬ 
ery I realized that I had 
stumbled into a family joke. 

It seems his father was 
extremely fond of cooking, 
to the point where his moth¬ 
er hardly dared venture into 
the kitchen for fear of hav¬ 
ing him take over the ladle 
and explain that it just 
wasn’t done that way. 

As a result Ken, too, be¬ 
came interested. He says his 
mother was a fine cook, she 
just never had a chance. 
When Ken lived in the bay 
area for four years as a 
bachelor he did very little of 
the usual eating out. He said 
he often prepared a one- 
man chicken cacciatore or a 
curried dish for himself, 
which, I might add, is a feat. 

Sheets is president of 
Friends of the Library this 
year. He got interested in 
this project quite by acci¬ 
dent. He served on the panel 
as moderator for the forum 
and became keenly aware of 
the importance of the group. 
The Friends’ main function 
is to arouse interest in the 
library.

1 oz. Tillamook cheese

Wash potato, rub lightly 
with bacon grease and bake 
in the usual manner. In the 
meantime fry ground round 
and onion together, keeping 
the meat separated as it 
fries. When potatoes are 
baked, cut in half length¬ 
wise and scoop out potato 
meat, being careful not to 
damage skins. Combine po¬ 
tatoes, fried meat and onion, 
grated cheese, salt and pep¬ 
per to tasrte, a dash of ore¬ 
gano, and mix thoroughly. 
(A wire whip potato masher 
does an excellent job.) 

Return mixture to shells, 
scoring tops lightly with a 
fork. Dust with paprika and 
return to a 375 to 4()0°F. 
oven until a crust forms on 
top. Serve with a tossed sal¬ 
ad with a sour cream dress¬ 
ing. 

This dish can be varied in 
dozens of ways. Deviled ham 
is a fine replacement for 
the ground round; other 
.seasoning may be u.sed. A 
little cream or butter will 
make the mixture richer. 
The cheese is the important 
ingredient as it makes the 
crust on top as it blends 
with the paprika. 

BEEF A LA STROGONOFF 
(Slerves 4) 

IV 2 lbs. top round of beef 
cut into bite size 
pieces 

2 tbs. butter 

1 small onion chopped 
fine 

At least two iiours before 
you wish to prepare the 
meal sprinkle the meat gen¬ 
erously with pepper and 
meat tenderizer. Place in a 
deep dish and let stand in 
a cool place. 

When ready to prepare, 
brown the meat and onion 
in the butter in a very hot 
skillet and then place in the 
following .sauce and simmer 
gently for 15 to 20 minutes, 
taking care never to allow 
it to boil.

Two Outstanding Painters 
Exhibit at Local Library 


By Frode N. Donn 

Two outstanding Southland painters are currently pre¬ 
sented by the Friends of the Library at the Sierra Madre 
Ubrary Gallery; Mrs. Elizabeth Pearce, Bradbury Estates 
Duarte, and Mrs. Florence Philleo, Palos Verdes Estates. 

Here is an opportunity to study abstract and non- ob- 
J^tive painting at its best. If these modes of expression 
Still baffle or irritate you, it will be worth while to look 
at the works of two artists who speak the new language 
in paint with eloquence and deep sincerity. 

If w'e agree on the following definitions of modern 
painting: Abstract: Reference to nature but with the im¬ 
age reduced to a minimum of objective representation; 
Non-objective: No reference to natural, recognizable forms! 
—we can proceed comfortably to discuss the artistic, es¬ 
thetic merits of these paintings. 

PEARCE exhibits water colors only, mainly ex¬ 
ecuted in transparent washes. We will assume that it is 
correct to classify her as a non-objective painter (although, 
by close scrutiny and imaginative search, one might ar¬ 
rive at the conclusion that her ideas occasionally have 
“objective" points of departure). What she has to say 
comes out through a personal inventive use of color and 
line.

ing or linear suggestions about vanishing 

THE LINE is the major means of communication. It 
is quivering, sometimes blurred, ranging between the ten¬ 
uous and the firm, always alive. Only if we react to the 
line and read its message will we be able to get the full 
meaning of this artist’s sensitive expression. The curve 
seems to be Mrs. Pearce’s chief interest at the moment. 

We are forcefully reminded of geometric symbols such 
as circles, elipses, spirals, hyperbolas and parabolas. And 
yet, the image that lingers in one’s memory is not of geo- 
meWc but of emotional quality, pretty much as a lasting 
uplift from fine music. 

If you are in the habit of searching—in your analysis 
—^for support from titles, Mrs. Pearce maj- disappoint you 
(depending on the elasticity of your imagination). And, 
if your dictionary should fail you, allow for creative fan¬ 
tasy in this department. It is possible that even a coined 
word may contribute to meaning—through its sound for 
instance. 

MRS. PHILLEO arrives at the same high level of ar¬ 
tistic communication as Mrs. Pearce, although through a 
vastly different course.

An abstraction of a 
given subject may result in a metamorphosis that borders 
on the non-objective, but we wnll still be aware of the fact 
that it was mother nature who started it all. 

Opaque w'ater color is Mrs. Philleo’s favorite medium. 

Its immediate response to emotional impulses cannot be 
disputed and it seems extremely w’ell fitted to this artist’s 
temperament. 

D>-namic balance and solid unity, created through in¬ 
terlocking flat forms (shapes) plus sensitive color and 
values nuances are outstanding characteristics of these 
paintings. 

MUTED COLORS prevail but are occasionally aban¬ 
doned. as in “Red in the garden.” Keen conception of the 
subject has been successfully transformed into the artis¬ 
tically more significant realms of perception. So, what we 
get is not just a trivial description of facts in nature but 
a lucid statement about an emotional experience.

A SKIN TEST is the usual 
method of establishing the 
culprit causing bronchial 
asthma. The skin is scratch¬ 
ed with fine lines, ordinarily 
a number of rows are made. 

The site may be either the 
forearm or the back, while 
in children it may be either 
the chest or the abdomen. 

Only the outer layer of the 
skin is scratched and no 
blood is drawn. Materials, 
both in liquid and solid form, 
are then applied to the 
scratches. If positive, a sort 
of hive formation will result. 

Then, if necessary, an in¬ 
jection procedure may be 
used to obtain more inlor- 
mation. 

Persons inclined to wheeze, 
be short of breath and cough 
should be suspicious of as¬ 
thma. If diagnosis has been 
definitely established, they 
should avoid anything that 
causes an attack, such as 
certain face powders, cats, 
dogs, horses and certain 
food. Dust should be avoid¬ 
ed. 

Best results in astlima oc¬ 
cur when the cause is found 
and then avoided. If the 
cause cannot be entirely 
avoided, the patient can be 
given injections of an extract 
of the offending substance to 
help him build up a resist¬ 
ance to it.

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FIRE FLAMES 

By James Heosley 

Whether the general pub¬ 
lic realizes It or not, mem¬ 
bers of Sierra Maclre’s Fire 
Department are well aware 
of the responsibilities they 
shoulder. The objectives of 
fire protection in order of 
their importance are (1) to 
prevent fires from starting, 
(2) to prevent loss of life 
and property in case a fire 
does start, (3) to confine the 
fire to the place of origin, 
and (4) to extinguish the 
fire. 

From the point of vicyv of 
the city government, this in¬ 
volves the services of fire 
fighting and fire prevention. 
The wild dash of the red fire 
engines has always had a 
great appeal, to people, but 
when it comes to fire preven¬ 
tion measures, some feel that 
their “individual rights” are 
being imposed upon. Strict 
building codes and careful 
Inspection of hazards do not 
appeal to the average resi¬ 
dent. Not nearly so much as 
the red trucks hurrying to 
answer a call. 

OUR STATIONS could be 
ever so well equipped with 
all the latest fire figliting 
equipment, but carelessness 
about the premises of one 
resident could be the cau.se 
of a terrific loss when fire 
occurs. That is why fire pro 
vention is number one on tlie 
list. 

Suggestions to clean up 
and clear the premises of 
fire hazardous materials 
places the blame right where 
it belongs—on the properly 
owner. It is most difficult to 
explain this simple matter 
to the very few residents who 
remain a great problem. 
Why? 

Fire prevention in Sierra 
Madre is quite a problem 
and yet the firemen feel 
that our residents are very 
fire conscious. We do not 
have a regular fire inspec¬ 
tor such as is now important 
in most cities. We remain 
a volunteer fire department 
with a few inspections made 
by the men as reports are 
received regarding extreme 
fire hazards. 

NO ONE should object to 
being reminded that a fire 
hazard appears on his prop¬ 
erty. Because of our good for¬ 
tune for so many years, out 
fire loss is without doubt the 
lowest in proportion to pop¬ 
ulation and size of city. We 
also have hazardous condi¬ 
tions about us — the dry 
mountain area, the long dry 
season and the closely knit¬ 
ted populated areas. There 
is no denying the possibility 
of a major fire in any of our 
thickly populated tracts. 
Only constant fire preven¬ 
tion can avoid that serious 
fire that can happen. 

There are many common 
fire hazards. All have been 
mentioned in this column 
many times. It is the duty of 
every resident to seek them 
out and correct them. Keep 
the FIRES OUT.
